Petent Office Printing Arrears 

The Patents Committee has maintained its contact 
with the Patent Office and is able to report continued 
improvement since its last report in August, 1953. The 
arrears of war-time abridgments had been reduced to 
below 24,000 by the end of 1953. All sheets for the . 
sezies 520,001 to 540,000 were on sale and group volumes 
with their indexes were being printed. Some of the 
sheets of the next series, 540,001 to 560,000, the last of 
the pre-war abridgments, were already out and the rele- 
vant group volumes and indexes were being compiled. 

Post-war abridgment arrears have been reduced to 
50,000. The series commencing 640,001 is on sale and 
the following series is beginning to appear. Group 
volumes and the consolidated namé index for the first of 
the post-war series, 560,001 to 580,000, are now on sale ; 
for the next series, group volumes ate on sale and the 
consolidated name index is being printed. A start has 
been made with indexes for the series beginning 600,001. 

Printing troubles encountered in 1953 have now been 
largely surmounted and the benefit of the. recent in- 
creases in staff and accommodation is being felt.

Oxford Decimal Classification for Forestry 

The work of revising the Oxford Decimal Classifica- 
tion for Forestry has now been completed. The 
revision has been undertaken in conjunction with the 
International Union of Forestry Research Organizations 
and the Food and Agriculture Organization of the 
United Nations. The schedules have been widely 
distributed to interested bodies all over the world 
during the last three months, and suggested amendments 
from all countries have been incorporated into the 
system. It has been provisionally accepted by the 
Fédération Internationale de Documentation for incor- 
paration into the Universal Decimal Classification. It is 
hoped that the definitive edition will appear in the 
Spring of 1954 and enquiries concerning the Classifica- 
tion should be addressed to : Commonwealth Forestry 
Bureau, Imperial Forestry Institute, South Parks Road, 
Oxford, England.

U.K. Lifts Duties on Information Materials 

The United Kingdom has put into effect the Unesco- 
sponsored international agreement abolishing import 
duties on books, newspapers, magazines; works of art, 
music scores and articles for the blind. Also exempt are 
newsreels, educational films, sound recordings and 
scientific equipment, if consigned to approved institu- 
tions. The United Kingdom is 
the seventeenth nation to ratify 
the agreement and there are 
fourteen other countries which 
have signed it but have yet to 
ratify it. Besides lifting import 
duties on a wide range ‘of 
educational, scientific and cul- 
tural materials, governments are 
to grant import licences and 
foreign exchange for publica- 
tions needed by public libraries. 
Internal taxes on imported 
materials must not exceed those 
charged on domestic products.

Abridged Building Classification 

In October, 1952, the Conseil International du 
Batiment and the Fédération Internationale de Docu- 
mentation appointed a joint committee, the Inter- 
national Building Classification Committee, composed 
of architects, librarians and civil engineers. The terms 
of reference were to further progressive treatment of 
filing and classification problems in the building indus- 
tries. A preliminary edition entitled Abridged building 
classification for architects, builders and civil engineers has now 
been issued and copies may be obtained from the British 
Standards Institution, price 155. This edition is subject 
to revision and meetings are to be held shortly in which 
proposals for revision will be considered. It is hoped that 
a definite edition will be available by the end of the year.

This register, which is licensed 
annually by the L.C.C., contains over a hundred trans- 
lators, all of whom are experts in some scientific or 
technical subject as well as in one or more languages. 
Most of them are closely concerned with the subject in 
which they translate and can be trusted to have a 
thorough knowledge of the terminology of the subject 
in both languages concerned and also to understand the 
matter being translated. Members wishing to use the 
register should get in touch with the librarian who will 
give them the names and addresses of one or more 
suitable translators. Aslib makes no recommendations 
about rates, but leaves these to be negotiated between 
the enquirer and the translator. In general the rates 
charged by members of the register are lower than those 
charged by outside agencies. Any member wishing to be 
admitted to the register and who has the necessary 
qualifications should also get in touch with the librarian.

New German Library Journal | 

The excellent German journal for learned and special 
libraries Nachrichten für wissenschaftliche Bibliotheken 
ceased publication with the last issue of 1944. It is to be 
replaced by a new journal entitled Zeitschrift für Biblio- 
thekswesen und Bibliographie. This will appear quarterly 
and will also be edited by Bayerische Staatsbibliothek, 
Miinchen and published by Klostermann. The exchange 
agreement under which Aslib library received Nach- 
richten fiir wissenschaftliche Bibliotheken has been transferred 
to’ the new journal and consequently all important 
articles from it will be listed in Aslib Information and 
abstracted in the Journal of Documentation.

Patent Office Printing Arrears 

During the first quarter of 1954 the arrear of abridg- 
ments was reduced by more than 9,000, being now 
17,300 war-time abridgments and 47,500 post-war. 
This represents an improvement of about 50 per cent in 
the rate of reduction. 

Of the remaining war-time subject and names 
indexes, the first two volumes for the series 520,001 to 
540,000 are with the binders and will soon be on sale 
and the rest are being printed. Three quarters of the 
third post-war sequence 600,001 to 620,000 ate on sale, 
and the rest ate being bound; the next sequence is 
ready for printing. 


Reprinting Processes 

When methods of teprinting were considered 
recently the Publications and Editorial Committee were 
particularly impressed by the results of reprinting from

New German Trade Directory 

Many members will welcome the appearance of a 
new directory : Adressbuch des Deutschsprachigen Buch- 
handels, published by Buchhändler Vereinigung at 
Frankfurt am Main, price D.M. 37,50. This lists both 
publishers and booksellers in Western Germany, 
Austria and Switzerland and there is also a supplement 
covering booksellers in other countries. The section 
covering each country was compiled by the booksellers’ 
association of that country and consequently the 
arrangement of each section is slightly different. There 
is, however, an index of firms, covering all four sections 
and also a very brief subject index. In spite of the 
omission of the Eastern Zone of Germany, this book - 
will be a valuable source of reference in tracing publi- 
cations in the German language. 


Wyandotte Punched Cards 

Members who were interested in the two booklets 
by L. A. Kuentzel on the Wyandotte Punched Cards for 
indexing X-ray diffraction powder data and Infra-red 
absorption spectrograms, will probably be interested to 
learn that this system has now been revised and adopted 
by the American Society for Testing Materials and a 
new booklet describing the revised system has now 
been received in the Aslib Library and may be borrowed 
by members. There are 7705 cards in the index and the 
ptice of the complete set is $77.05 which includes a free 
copy of the booklet of codes and instructions. It is 
expected that supplementary cards will be issued from 
time to time at $1.25 per hundred. The booklet is also 
available separately at $1.50 for the first copy and 
$1.00 for each additional copy.

5. The Register of Specialist Indexers. 

In order to meet the demand expressed at an Aslib 
winter meeting in 1953, Aslib set up on an experimental 
basis a Register of Specialist Indexers on similar lines 
to the Register of Specialist Translators. This register, 
which is licensed annually by the L.C.C., now lists 
over twenty indexers covering a wide range of subjects. 
All persons accepted for the register must show evidence 
of specialized subject knowledge in addition to training 
in, or experience of, indexing work. The main aim of 
the register is to supply, for part-time work, persons 
capable of indexing a book or a volume of a periodical 
satisfactorily and it is hoped that its influence will lead 
to a general improvement in the standard of indexing in 
this country. Enquirers are put in touch with suitable 
indexers who are qualified in the subject concerned and 
rates are negotiated direct between the enquirer and the 
indexer. A considerable number of enquiries have 
already been satisfied, though the coverage of subjects 
is at present rather uneven and indexers are still needed 
to fill the gaps and to strengthen the coverage of many 
other subjects.

“ Sources of Information”? were presented ; the first, 
“ Technical information resources of a research associa- 
tion” was read by Mr. G. R. Woodward, and the 
second, “ Public Library work with industry ”, by Mr. 
Philip Colehan. A “Report on Aslib”, given by the 
Director, was followed by a discussion. 

After lunch, Mr. C. W. Cleverdon read a paper on 
“ Pzactice and research in the College of Aeronautics ”, 
and this, too, was followed by a lively discussion. The 
delegates were then invited to take tea with the Mayor 
of Lincoln, Councillor R. C. Seely, in the beautiful 
Uster Art Gallery. Alderman J. W. F. Hill afterwards 
showed them the Guildhall and the Civic Insignia 
Room. 

On Friday morning, visits were made to the Ruston- 
Hornsby Works and to Lincoln Cathedral and the 
Cathedral Library.

AGARD Documentation Panel 

The third meeting of the Documentation Panel of 
AGARD (Advisory Group for Aeronautical Research 
and Development of the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation) was held at the Hague from 30th April to 7th 
May, 1954, and was attended by delegates from Canada, 
Denmark, France, Italy, U.K., and U.S.A. The Panel’s 
discussions covered a wide range of topics including 
the means of making available information about films 
on aeronautical research and training, translations in the 
aeronautical field, standardization of document size and 
format, the issue of catalogue cards with research 
- reports, the preparation of an interlingual dictionary of 
aeronautics covering seven languages, subject classi- 
fication and retrieval systems, and research in docu- 
mentation. The Panel considered a U.K. paper on the 
availability of unclassified research reports and recom- 
mended urgent action to ensure that at least one copy 
of each report should be deposited with a single national 
agency in each member country. The next meeting of 
the Panel will be held in Paris, in November, 1954. 


Bliss Bibliographic Classification 

At a meeting held on 26th April, a British Committee 
for the Bibliographic Classification was set up, con- 
sisting of :--Mr.-B. J.-Ford (University of London), 
Mr. A. E. Fountain (Ministry of Health), Mr. C. B. 
Freeman (Institute of Education, University College of 
Hull) and Dr. D. J. Campbell, secretary (Institute of 
Cancer Research, Fulham Road, London, $.W.3.) This 
Committee has been formed to represent the British 
users of the classification and to collect material for an 
occasional bulletin in which it is proposed to make 
known official amendments and also the existence of 
private expansions and changes. The bulletin is to be 
edited by Mr. Bliss but all suggestions and contributions 
should be sent to Dr. Campbell. It was stressed that, 
as the majority of the libraries using the classification 
ate situated in Britain and the Commonwealth, it was 
hoped that libraries in these countries would take the 
leading part in keeping the classification up-to-date. 


Conference on International Aspects of Librarian- 
shi 

The Aoa 1954, issue of Library Quarterly is devoted 
to the complete proceedings of the eighteenth annual 
conference of the University of Chicago Graduate 
Library School. The conference, on the subject of 
“International Aspects of Librarianship ”, was held from 
17th to 21st August, 1953. Most of the contributions 
to the conference are listed in the “ Recent Papers ” in 
this issue. A cloth-bound edition of the proceedings 
will also be issued shortly by the University of Chicago 
Press.

Bre Year’s Work in Librarianship 


Volume XVII of The Years Work in Librarianship 
covering publications in 1950 is now available from the 
Library Association, price 4os. (30s. to members of 
the Association). This volume marks the end of the 
work in its present form. Its place will be taken in 
future by a Five Year's Work in Librarianship, the first 
volume of which is planned for publication in 1956.

Hulton Readership Survey 

The 8th edition of the Hulton 
Readership Survey is now avail- 
able. This valuable survey of 
the popularity of the best known 
newspapers and periodicals is 
substantially unchanged in its 
layout in order to permit of a 
comparison with previous years, 
but a few new features have 
been added. Among these is the table showing the 
simple duplication of readership for over forty publica- 
tions. This year for the first time a list of the actual 
questions upon which the tables of the Survey are 
based is printed and there is also a page describing the 
Schedule Assessment Service. 


Subject Index to Periodicals 


The Library Association announces that from 1954 
onwards there will be a quarterly issue of the Subject 
Index to Periodicals with an annual cumulation. The 
first issue covering the months January to March, 1954, 
is now available. The Subject Index covers over 300 
British periodicals which have been carefully selected 
with a view to meeting the needs of public libraries, 
large or small, and also those of academic and special 
libraries. The Index is arranged alphabetically under 
subject headings only ; there are no author entries.

Mrs. Irma Johnson, assistant to the Reference 
Librarian, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
_ would like to spend a year working in a British library 

in which her experience would be useful. Dr. Vernon 
Tate, Director of Libraries at the M.1.T., has accordingly 
asked Aslib to ascertain whether any British librarian 
of comparable status would be willing to exchange 
posts with Mrs. Johnson for about a year. The British 
librarian would receive $3600 a year for a five-day, 
thirty-five-hour week and Mrs. Johnson would receive 
the British librarian’s salary ; it is possible that the 
British librarian’s. passage might be paid by means of a 
special grant, but this aspect of the matter has not yet 
been investigated. The exchange could take place at 
any time. 

The Director has already written to a number of 
members of Aslib on this subject, and their replies are 
being forwarded to the M.I.T. Any other members 
who may be interested in the proposal, are invited to 
notify the Director of Aslib at once, stating their 
experience, present position and salary. It is emphasised 
that the right kind of exchange should be the first 
consideration in the interest of both librarians, and 
application should only be made therefore by persons 
of appropriate seniority and experience.

U.S. University Post 
The Linderman Library of Lehigh University, 

Bethlehem, Pennsylvania, U.S.A., has instituted the 

plan of always employing one librarian from the British 

Commonwealth. The purpose of the plan is to provide 

a means for in-service professional experience, and for 

the interchange of ideas and outlook. 

Specific provisions include the following : 

1. The applicant must possess a university degree at 
honours standard and be between 25 and 35 years of 
age. Both men and women are eligible. 

2. The successful candidate will become a regular 
member of the library staff and work under the same 
conditions of employment, including salary, as 
American members with similar qualifications. 

3. The appointment will last for one year but will be 
renewable for a second year on the recommendation 
of the Librarian of Lehigh University, and with the 
approval of the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. 

4. The employee will perform his or her work during 
the first year in the Cataloguing Department of the 
Technical Processes Division. The second year (if 

_any) will be divided, in the ratio of 3 to 1, between 
the Cataloguing Department and Reference respec- 
tively. It is recognized that, apart from these 
specific duties, the Commonwealth Librarian should 
gain by an understanding of the general method of 
library operation. Therefore, a certain amount of 
training in both acquisitions work and administra- 
tion may be expected. 

5. The employee will be expected to file with the 
Librarian of Lehigh University, and with his 
immediate superior in the country of origin (if on 
leave), a detailed report of each year’s work. 

6. The successful applicant must provide his or her 
transportation to and from Bethlehem, Pennsylvania. 

Aslib has been invited to publicize this proposal in the 

United Kingdom, to receive applications from British 

candidates and to submit names to Lehigh University. 

The University’s policy is to fix salaries in relation to the 

capacity of the individual rather than in relation to a 

particular post, but it is understood that the successful 

applicant is unlikely to receive less than $3,500 a year. 

Applications should be addressed to the Director of Aslib 

as soon as possible. The selected candidate will be 

required to take up the post in September, 1955.

Some fifty members were present at the Royal Society 
of Arts on r4th October for the first in the series of 
Winter Meetings, when, under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. C. W. Hanson, Mr. H. Stanley Hyland spoke on 
“ Libraries—by a renegade ”’. 

Mr. Hyland has had wide experience as a librarian, 
but on this occasion he spoke primarily as a journalist 
and a library user. 

In a witty, and deliberately provocative, talk he made 
three requests of librarians. 
Firstly he reminded them that 
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The first, by courtesy of the Westminster City 
Librarian, is to the Reference Library, St. Martin’s 
Street, on Wednesday, rst December. Four visits will 
be organized beginning respectively at 10 a.m., 11 a.m., 
2 p.m. and 3 p.m. Those taking part will see “a 
collection of ¢.

December Winter Meeting 

“ Advances in classification ” will be the subject for 
discussion at the Winter Meeting on 17th December at 
the Royal Society of Arts, 8 John Adam Street, Strand, 
W.C.2. 

The papers to be presented by Dr. G. Malcolm 
Dyson and Mr. B. C. Vickery will review the post-war 
developments in classification, with the aim of discover- 
ing what general principles can be applied to all forms 
of “information retrieval ”’. 

Dr. Dyson will discuss the problem of “ the descrip- 


tion of matter” and the application of principles of . 


classification and description to both intrinsic and 
systemic properties of matter. “It is clear,” he writes, 
“that decimal classification cannot be pushed to the 
extent that it provides individual description ; ordinary 
indexing cannot provide multilateral reference to 
structural detail. Only mechanical devices can con- 
veniently enable an infinitely variable multilateral 
classification or correlation system to be used, and it is 
the author’s aim to describe the advances that have been 
made, and to indicate the work that lies ahead.” 

Mr. Vickery will review the ways in which workers 
in the three fields of indexing—alphabetical, classified 
and mechanical—are being led to carry out the same 
operations and reach the same conclusions. He aims to 
show that all three techniques of information retrieval 
can be equally efficient, though they may differ in ease 
and speed of use. Moreover, whatever technique is 
used, it is evident that certain basic principles of 
classification must be incorporated if the indexing 
system is to be satisfactory.

Intetnational Standards for Documentation 

The Technical Committee, ISO/TC 46—Documen- 
tation, of the International Organization for Standard- 
ization (ISO) has issued a leaflet entitled Standardization 
in the domain of Documentation which brings together in 
one volume recommendations of the Committee 
concerning : (1) International code for the abbrevia- 
tions of titles of periodicals ; (2) Layout of periodicals ; 
(3) Bibliographical citations; (4) Bibliographical 
references. Of these recommendations nos. 3 and 4 are 
already covered by B.S. 1629 and no. 2 by B.S. 2509, 
while no. 1 is the subject of a British Standard that will 
shortly be issued. In most cases the differences between 
the British Standard and the international recom- 
mendations are small and steps are being taken to 
bring them into line. The ISO leaflet is not at present 
on sale but copies may be obtained from Unesco or 
on loan from Aslib library.

Theodore Besterman has established in Geneva the 
Societas Bibliographica for the production of important 
works of reference which cannot be handled on a 
commercial basis.
